All elections for Police Department mem- 
bers shall be held in the Police Depart- 
ment; Elections for Fire Department mem- 
bers shall be held at Central Fire Station.

Gentlemen: 


You have inquired whether a leave of 
absence without pay during a member’s 
last five years of service would be counted 
as a part his last five years of service 
in computation of his average final com- 
pensation under the system. 


Under Section 12 (n) Average Final Com- 
pensation “Shall mean the average final 
annual compensation received. by a mem- 
ber during his last five years of service 


as a policeman or fireman; * * * in cases 
where compensation is not all paid in 
money, the Board shall fixe the value of 
that part of the compensation not paid in 
money.” 


It appears to me the above language is 
clear and in determining the average com- 
pensation of the employee the amount 
which he has been actually paid, for service 
rendered the department, is the one to be 
considered in determining retirement bene- 
fits. Although it is of no moment it 
would appear a two weeks leave without 
pay during the last year of such five year 
term could not reduce average compensa- 
tion but by a very small sum of money.

The regular meeting of the Board of 
Electrical Examiners was called to order 
by the Chairman, Garver, at 7:20 P.M. 


Members Present—Messrs. Garver, Wright, 
Baker, Robinson and Deal. 


The proceedings of the regular meeting 
of July 15, 1952, were approved. 


A report from Mr. Deal on his visit 
with Fisher Body officials regarding the 
serious electrical accidents that have 
occurred there. After thorough discussion, 
the Board concluded that the Plant Engi- 
neering Dept. at Fisher Body is taking 
steps to increase safety precautions and 
prevent the occurrences in the future. 


A sample of wire, being used by some 
electrical contractors, was introduced for 
examination. A new style of ground clamp 
was introduced for examination by the 
Electrical Inspector. 


The Board recommended that these be 
tested at a testing laboratory. 


William Alexander applied for a permit 
to wire an addition to his own house. The 
man was examined and the Board approved 
the permit.
